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THREE C O N V E N T I O N S 


AdoptFlntforms In Harmony With Party 


Principles and With the Eminent Ne- 


braskan—A Notable Speech. 


The following telegram appeared in 


a prominent New York paper: 


LIXCOLS, Heb., March 19.—The three 


fusion state conventions this evening, 
though held in separate halls, were animat- 
ed by one purpose- the gloriScation of W. 
J. Bryan on bis fortieth birthday. Inciden- 
tally tt& conventions carried out -with 
much harmony the programme for which 
they were called—the selection of delegates 
to the Democratic and Populist national 
conventions and the Free-Silver Republican 
mass meeting at Kansas City, respectively, 
together with the adoption of platforms in 
harmony with party principles and with 
Bryan. 
Throughout the controlling influence was 


Bryan. Mever did a leader, without appar- 
ent effort on his own part, so completely 
dominate a political gathering. 


In the Democratic meeting from begin- 
'ning to finish it was little else than a Bryan 
jubilee. 
The Populist gathering was not far behind 


in its demonstraiions, and the Free-Silver 
Republicans added their mite in proportion 
to their numbers. 


Mr. Bryan spoke at the Democratic 


convention. 
His speech dealt almost 


entirely with the three questions which 
he has been discussing in various parts 
of the countrv—money, trusts and im- 
perialism. He charged the Republican 
party with practising a deliberate 
fraudupon the voters in!896,by holding 
out the hope of international bimetal- 
lism,when the leaders neither expected 
nor desired the restoration of the 
double standard, either by independ- 
ent action or by international agree- 
ment. He said that the Republicans 
were opposed to the free coinage of 
silver, at any ratio or under any condi- 
tions, and pointed to the fact that the 
secretary of the treasury and the 
leading Republican papers were talk- 
ing in favor of the gold standard at the 
very time that the commission was in 
Europe trying to get rid of it. 


He said that the ratio of 10 to 1 was 


the only one that was discussed and 
the only one for which any considera 
ble number of the people were work 
ing. He denounced the currency fea- 
ture of the financial bill and said that 
the Republican party had never in a 
campaign advocated the retirement ol 
the greenbacks and tbat it would not 
be able to defend that bill before the 
country. 
He said that a national bank 


currency secured by government bondt 
could, not be a permanent settlement oi 
the currency question unless we had a 
permanent 
debt. 


and increasing national 


On the trust question he reiterated 


his condemnation of the Republican 
party, saying: "The trust is so bad a 
thing that the president felt it neces- 
sary to denounce trusts in his message 
last December, but he did not recom- 
mend a remedy." He continued : 


"A Republican congress listened to 


the reading of the message and then 
proceeded to establish paper money, 
which gives to the people a larger 
chance of injury and to the banks a 
larger opportunity for profit than any 
other trust in existence." 


He said that the Republican party 


was powerless to interfere with the 
trusts because the leading Republicans 
were connected with trusts and the 
party had to rely upon trust contribu- 
tions to carry on the coming campaign. 
He presented and defended the remedy 
which he suggested at the anti-trust 
meeting in Chicago last fall, and which 
he has frequently discussed since that 
time. Taking up the Philippine ques- 
tion he referred first to the Puerto 
Rico bill and said : 


"The desire to impose import duties 


on goods coming from Puerto Rico com- 
pelled the Republican party to disclose 
its imperialistic tendencies. 
This bill 


has aroused a storm of protest from 
Republicans in public and in private 
life. But why should any Republican 
be surprised? Imperialism means that 
the people brought under the flag are 
not to share in the guarantees of the 
constitution. It is amazing that Re- 
publicans have contemplated the per- 
manent acquisition of the Philippine 
islands without stopping to consider 
the future status of the 
Filipinos. 


Are the Filipinos to be citizens? Are 
they to be allowed to come to the 
United States with their oriental meth- 
ods of living and compete with Ameri- 
can labor? 


"What good does it do to exclude a 


few Chinese and then bring in by force 
8,000,000 of Filipinos? Are the Fili- 
pinos to expect to participate in our 
elections ? Is a' presidential contest 
to be determined by the returns from 
the Philippine islands ? Are the ques- 
tions which concern our own people 
to be decided some day by the senators 
and representatives in congress from 
the Philippine islands? And if the 
Filipinos are to be citizens, are we 
going to change our constitution so as 
to hold them in a perpetual state ot 
vassalage? Can we expect anything 
but their hatred so long as we rule 
them through carpet-bag governors ? 


"The Republicans have studiously 


avoided a discussion of the Philippine 
question. They have opposed the con- 
sideration of that question by the cry 
that nothing could be don? until the 
insurrection 
was put down. 
The 


Puerto Rico tariff bill, however, gives 
us some idea of the treatment which 
the Filipinos may expect, and Profes- 
sor Schurman, one of the president's 
commissioners, says that this bill will 
arouse suspicion in the mind of the 
Filipino as to his future condition. 
He states his fears in the following 
language: 


" 'At the very moment when we 


need to inspire confidence in the 
minds of the conquered Filipinos, shall 
we commit an act which will confirm 
their distrust of us, quicken their sus- 
picions and breed new and perhaps 
ineradical antipathies? God forbid!' 


''The only settlement of the Philip- 


pine question consistent with Ameri- 
can interests and American princi- 
ples," continued Mr. Bryan, "is the 
settlement proposed by the Democrats 
in the senate before war broke out in 
the Philippine islands, namely: A 
declaration of the nation's purpose to 
give the Filipinos independence as 
soon as a stable government is es- 
tablished. When that declaration is 
made hostilities will cease and it will 
be easy to establish a stable govern- 
ment 
To independence should be 


added protection Erom outside inter- 
ference. Not a protectorate such as 
European countries exercise for the 
spoliation of the protected, but pro- 
tection such as this nation has exer- 
cised over the republics of Central and 
South" America. I. will be sufficient 
for the United States to announce that 
any molestation of the 1'hilippines 
will be considered an unfriend, y act. 
If our nation will stand erect and 
exert its great influence in behalf of 
peace, justice and liberty no nation 
will dare to touch the Philippine 
islands just as no nation has dared to 
disturb the republics which lie in thu 
south of us." 


Mr. Bryan devoted some time to the 


discussion of the trade argument made 
in behalf of the Philippine islands ana 
quoted from a letter written by Ben- 
jamin Franklin to Lord Howe, in June 
of 1770. The extract from Franklin's 
letter is as follows: 


"The well-lounded esteem and affec- 


tion which 1 shall always have for 
your lordship makes it painful for me 
to see yon engaged in conducting a 
war, the great ground of which las de- 
scribed in your letter) is the necessity 
for preventing the American trade 
from passing into foreign channels 
To me it seems that neither the ob- 
taining nor the retaining of any trade, 
how valuable soever, is an object foi 
which men may justly spill each other's 
blood; that the true and sure means ol 
extending and securing commerce an 
the goodness and cheapness of com- 
modities; and that the profits of no 
trade can ever be equal to the expense 
of compelling it and holding it b> 
fleets and arms. 1 consider this war 
against us, therefore, as both unjust 
and unwise; and I am persuaded that 
cool and dispassionate posterity will 
condemn to infamy those who advised 
it; and that even success will not save 
from some degree of dishonor thos 
who have voluntarily engaged to con 
duct it." 


Mr. Bryan commented upon this let- 


ter and said that imperialism had its 
inspiration in the desire of the syndi 
cates to extend their commerce by cot- 
quest, and he said that he was willing 
toindorse the language ol Franklin anu 
say that "cool and dispassionate pos 
terity will condemn to infamy thosi 
who advised it.'' 


He also read a letter written bj 


Abraham Lincoln November 21, 1S04, 
to Mrs. Bixby, of Boston, a motbei 
who had lost five sons in the civil war 
The following is an extract from tht 
letter : 


"I feel how weak and fruitless must 


be any words of mine which shou'd at- 
tempt to beguile j'ou from the grief 01 
a loss so overwhelming, but I cannot 
refrain from tendering to you the con- 
solation that may be found in the 
thanks of the republic they died to 
save. I pray thatour Heavenly Fathei

may assuage the anguish of your be- 
reavement, and leave you only tht 
cherished memory of the loved ana 
lost and the solemn pride that musi 
have been yours to have laid so costly 
a sacrifice on the altar of freedom." 


Mr. Bryan said that the English lan- 


guage contained no more beautiful ex- 
pression of sympathy, and he contrast- 
ed it with the sordid assurances ol 
those who say that the trade which we 
may secure will be worth the blood that 
is. spent for it and asked why the peo 
pie who wanted the trade did not par- 
c.-iase it with their own blood insteao 
oi with the blood of other people's

Republicans earned the anger of the 
country for their persistence in acting 
contrary to "plain duty" in regard to 
Puerto Rico; the Republioan senators 
will earn something worse than anger-,— 
utter contempt—if they persist in their 
course of procrastination and vacilla- 
tion on the subject. Said a prominent 
Democratic senator this morning : "It 
will not satisfy the country for the 
senate to pass an act paying over to 
the government of Puerto Rico money 
wrongfully collected from the citizens 
of that unfortunate island. The Re- 
publicans do not seem to realize that 
it is not a question ol robbing Peter 
to pay Paul, nor one ol the extent and 
burden of the duties imposed, but a 
radical issue between justice and in- 
justice—and that there is as much in- 
justice in delay as in imposing a duty. 
The memorial addressed to congress by 
the merchants of Puerto Rico makes 
this statement: 'The fact cannot be 
disputed that our people are in sore 
distress. All commerce is now ham- 
pered. The investment of capital is 
stopped. Our farmers have not the 
means to plant or to gather crops. 
Building and improving are impeded. 
Capital refuses to come here for invest- 
ment in either manufacturing 
or 


agricultural pursuits, for the reason 
that the sovereignty of the Unitfd 
States over this island has deprived us 
ol free trade with Spain and with Cuba, 
which formerly took our exports at 
fair prices and enabled us to live. We 
now ask as a right that free trade with 
the United States be given us. We 
ask bread as a right from our mother. 
Do not, we pray, give us a stone. We 
ask for an immediate decision,' It is 
at this moment that the Republicans 
of the senate, confessedly from mo- 
tives of political expediency, decide to 
debate the tariff bill indefinitely, in 
the hope of being able, in one or two 
months, as the case may be, to reach 
an 
agreement which will preserve 


party unity, and, worst of all, in orde r 
not to interfere with Senators Aldrich 
and Platt. of Connecticut, who are en- 
joying themselves on a junketing trip 
to Cuba." 


The decision of the house naval af- 


fairs committee fixing the price of ar- 
mor plate at 3545 a ton was much more 
far-reaching than was announced. A t 
the time, a statement was authorized 
to the effect that this price was fixed 
for only what is known as the "emer- 
gency armor" for the 
battleships 


Maine, Ohio and Missouri, which are 
now building. 
On account of the 


threatened suits for damages resulting 
from the failure of the government to 
provide the armor for these vessels, 
because the armor-plate concerns re- 
fused to furnish it at the authorized 
price, the committee were unanimous- 
ly in favor of acceding to the demands 
of the armor-plate factories so far as 
the armor for those ships was concern- 
ed. But the action of the Republican 
majority of the committee went fur- 
ther than this and authorized contracts 
for the armor for all the ships hereto- 
fore authorized and to be authorized in 
the present bill at $545. This action 
was taken after a specific proposition 
to limit armor plate at that price to the 
'emergency armor" had been voted 
down. 
The Democratic members of 


the committee voted against the prop- 
osition to authorize armor at that 
price for other ships. They say that 
the fight will be carried on to the floor 
of the house. 


M. flutin, president of the Panama 


Canal company, is in this city watch- 
ing the actions of the administration 
and congress in regard to the Hay- 
Pauncelote treaty. M. Hutin recently 
made a proposition to a number of New 
York capitalists to take the Panama 
canal off the hands of the French and 
to complete it. The New York men 
agreed to do so if given 51 per cent, of 
the stock of the canal as it stands. 
This proposition the French refused 
and the two are now dickering over 
the price. As soon as the canal bill is 
passed, either with or without the 
treaty, the Panama canal will become 
valueless, so M. Hutin desires to hold 
off action on both instruments until 
an agreement can be reached with the 
New York men. As all these New 
Yorkers are men high in the councils 
of the Republican party, men who did 
great service to that party in the lasi 
campaign and are expected to do the 
same in this one, it is not difficult for 
them to hold up canal legislation for a 
time. If the expected agreement is 
finally reached the country will hear 
no more of the Nicaragua canal. 


The interstate commerce commission 


has just rendered adecision of consider 
able importance to the country at large 
though it applies specifically to only one 
city. It holds that the system of rate 
making under which one place is given 
much lower rates than another com 
petitive point is utterly unreasonable 
The town asking relief is Danville, Va.

The above—one of General Otis' lists 


of deaths that have occurred among 
the American military forces in the 
Philippines—is af air sample of the news 
that has been coming "from the front1' 
the past month or so. For some time so 
much attention has been given by our 
federal officials and by the people gen- 
erally to the war in South Africa that 
it seems they had lost sight of the con- 
flict in the Philippines. But the re- 
ports of General Otis have served as a 
Scotch douche which 
has 
aroused 


the war department from its apathy 
»nd made it keenly realize the fact that 
U still has an unfinished contract on 
its hands. 


For weeks the cables from Otis have 


comprised very little but a list of 
deaths among the troops from disease, 


mud scarcely a word about battles, 
skirmishes or advances. Judging by 
his messages, all operations have come 
to a standstill; much precious time has 
slipped away and the fatal rainy sea- 
son is close at hand. Several semi-offi- 
cial statements have recently been 
made to the effect that President Me- 
Kinley contemplated issuing a procla- 
mation announcing the collapse of the 
insurrection and sending the new Phil- 
ippine commission to the islands. But 
as yet the execu'.ive has not taken this 
important step, presumably because he 
has not received authoritative infor- 
mation from the commander of the 
military forces that the Filipinos were 
conquered. 


Our land forces in the Philippines 


number nearly 70,000 men. We have 
under the command of an experienced 
admiral a great fleet of thirty-five ves- 
sels, including the famous battlesh'p 
Oregon, formidable protected and un- 
protected cruisers, heavy and light 
gun-boats, the powerful monitors Mon- 
terey and Monadnock and other fight- 
ing cr»ft.

CALLS TAX A CRIME, 


Prof. Jacob G. Schurmau Ou the Puerto 


Kiciin Bill. 


The following is a copy of a letter 


written by President Jacob G. Schur- 


man, 
of Cornell university, late presi- 


dent of the Philippine commission, to 
a personal friend : 


ITHACA, March 12. 


Dear Sir:—I agree with you that the 


United States is under obligation to 
extend its tariff laws to the island of 
Puerto Rico. But I cannot accept your 
contention that this obligation is de- 
rived from the constitution, which, in 
ony judgment, does not of its own 
force apply to annexed territories. 
The obligation is moral, not constitu- 
tional. As the president said, with 
equal truth and felicity, it is "our 
plain duty." 


We are bound to this course by 


solemn promises. The supreme and 
irresistible reason for removing all 
customs barriers between the United 
States and Puerto Eico is the promise 
made by General Miles, when first 
landing American forces on the island, 
that the Puerto Ricaus should enjoy 
the same rights, privileges and immu- 
nities as the people of the United 
States. On this understanding 
the 


Puerto Ricans accepted American sov- 
ereignty, not only without opposition, 
but with joyful trust and confidence. 
The present issue is simply this: 


Shall we repudiate,or shall we fulfil, 


the national engagements ? Shall this 
great republic break faith with the 
little island of Puerto Rico? Having 
secured the fruits of General Miles' 
promise, shall we now renounce the 
promise ? 


The American people will not toler- 


ate any paltering with solemn obliga- 
tions. Recognizing the national good 
faith as the nation's "chiefest good," 
they will condemn any violation of it 
as the blackest crime. 


All over the country this Puerto 


Sican question has stirred to the deeps 
ihe national heart and conscience; 
.egislation inspired by a breach ol 
good faith will bring a terrible Nem- 
esis. 


It is said that a tariff is needed be- 


iween Puerto Rico and the United 
States to provide a case for the courts 
;o determine the extent of our juris- 
diction over the new dependencies, 
especially the Philippines. I answer 
that no convenience, no expediency, 
no other obligation ever justifies a 
oreach of the national good faith. 
Let me add, too, that this Puerto Rican 
egislation is testing us before the eyes 
of the Filipinos, who keep well in- 
ormed of all our doings 
They will 


udge by this legislation of the value 
tf American promises. 
When the 


ablest and most statefemenlikeof Agui- 
naldo's emissaries to the Philippine 
ommission once expressed the f^ar 
hat the American government might 
lot keep the promises it was making, 
or Spain, said he, made promises and 
aroke them, I silenced him with the 
eply: 
"Signer, the United States is nol 
pain." Is he now to learn, are all 
he Filipinos to learn, that in the first 
•gislation for our new dependencies 
e prove faithless to our pledges and 
ecreant to our obligations? 
Such an 


xhibition of ourselves will strengthen 
he hands of Aguinaldo and the insur- 
ents because, unhappily, it can "be 
sed to support their persistent state- 
icnt that the Americans are no more 
rustworthy than the Spaniards. 
At the very moment when we need 


o inspire confidence in the minds of 
ie conquered Filipinos shall we com- 
.it an act which will confirm their 
istrust of us, quicken their suspicions 
nd breed new and perhaps ineradica- 
le antipathies? 
God forbid.

The disbursements as stated above era- 


brace the repayment of loans made during 
tbe year to supply temporary deficiencies

A NOTORIOUS SWINDLER. 


Ellen Peck Made Deer a Million Dollars 


By Her Nefarious Work—Political 


Complications.

XEW YOKK, March 20.—"The pitcher 


that goes often to the well gets broken 
at last." This proverb is as old as the 
bills; U has done service for genera- 
tions. 
Proverbs of this class have 


been called by one, wise in his day and 
generation, the accumulated wisdom 
of the ages. 


Ellen Peck, the 
most notorious 


swindler of ancient or modern times, 
a woman who has lived on the accumu- 
lations of honest men, was last week 
tried for one of her crimes and com- 
mitted to Auburn itate prison for 
seven years, and unless she has better 
IncSt than is commonly accredited to 
persons of her kind, for a series of 
years, at, least, the victims of her pro 
spctive villainy need fear no more 
from her artful guile. And the places 
that knew her once will know her no 
more forever. 


Five and twenty years have gone by 


since this clever little swindler made 
her name famous before the American 
public and from that time till this her 
wonderful operations have astonished 
the world. 


She is credited by our police officials 


with having made over a million' ol 
dollars by ner nefarious work. It was 
a wonderful discovery. One of her 
remarkable escapades was her connec- 
tion with the venerable Mr. Bdbbitt, 
the millionaire soap maker. All Mr 
Babbitt had to do was to draw his 
check for any amount and our best 
banks 
were ready to discount it. 


Everybody knew tbat Mr. Babbitt 
was a very rich man, but nobcdy, even 
31r. Babbitt himself, knew how much 
he really was worth. You cau only 
realize his immense wealth when it 
was discovered that his cashier had 
looted his treasury of nearly half a 
million of dollars.

"Weeks, months passed rapidly by, 
without Babbitt receiving one dollar 
of the stolen money; in fact, not a cent 
was ever recovered and the secretary, 
finally released from his annoyances, 
went on his way rejoicing. 


Elated by her success, Mrs. Peck 


was soon lost sight of 
She next 


turned ap in Maiden Lane,the home of 
the great jewelers that furnish the 
diamonds to the American world. Her 
judgment of jewels was infallible; she 
talked of diamonds as glibly as if she 
was born in the Ktmberley mines. 
Her friend, the Duke of Schmael, 
desired to present to the bride of his 
brother a present on the occasion of 
his wedding and he wished a pair of 
solitaires and other jewelry, not less 
than 3300,000. 
Gostza, the jeweler, 


was delighted. 
One of the greatest 


noble families of Austria was to be 
among his patrons. He had distanced 
all his neighbors. He was the royal 
jeweler of tbe emperor and he was 
only too happy to supp'y the emperor's 
representative 
with 
anything she 


might desire. An investigation was 
made through 
the diamond district 


and in a few days the desired jewels 
were secured. They were handed over 
to the little lady who had secured the 
patronage of the royal house to their 
establishment, 
and with the jewels 


was a check for 5500' as a commission 
for her services in the transaction. 


She requested Mr. Goetze to call on 


her the next day at her hotel, where 
she would introduce him to the arch- 
duchess, and if they were suited she 
would give him a draft on the Imperial 
Bank of Austria for his bill. It was s 
great day for the- house of Goetz & 
Brother. Maiden Lane was made ex- 
ultant 
with their expectations and 


all the merchants in the diamond bus- 
iness were invited to dine with them 
that night. It was a royal feast. Noth- 
ing was too good for the assembled 
company and the house of Goetze it 
Brother was named as diamond brokers 
of the first water. Mext day Broth- 
er Benjamin Goetze called on the arch- 
duchess at her hotel and presented his 
bill with becoming humiliation. 
He 


was informed that no such person lived 
there. The landlord was iu error; it 
was all a mistake. The archduchess 
most certainly was there, for here 
was her bill. The landlord smiled 
as he read it over and handed the 
bill back to its owner saying, '-Sir, 
I fear that you have been victimized, 
for within a few months I have re- 
ceived no less than thirty bills of a 
similar character for diamonds aggre- 
gating not less than one hundred and 
forty thousand dollars. The diamond 
merchant appealed to the emperor oi 
Austria, bat had received no reply, and 
on calling on the consul had been in- 
formed tbat the emperor would take 
no further notice of the affair. On the 
receipt of tbis notice the Goetze Broth- 
ers were hopeless bankrupts. But the 
final glory, notwithstanding their fail- 
ure, was reached when they were in 
vited to the imperial coronation cer 
emonies. 


But unfortunately there was no im 


perial coronati'm, no grand arches, no 
marriage ceremonv. The whole im 
p?rial picture had been created anc 
finished in the fertile brain and imag 
ination of Mrs. Peck, who appears to 
have been socially born to lure men 
to their ruin, since- Eve gave to Adam 
that eople whi^ drove them withou 
the gate* or Paradis?, whfre an anpv 
with a flarai'ig sword sfands sertine 
to-day. The mos' astonishing featur 
In Mrs Peck's career is that experienc 
ed journalists speak of her as moat re- 


markable in her line. I admit that 
she is the queen of her kind and the 
chief representative of the class which 
has made New York the paradise of 
female swindlers and thieves. One of 
our most respectable and oldest banks 
on Wall street had as its treasurer a 
man who, for many years, had been 
one of its most reliable directors. On 
his death his son, though a very young 


man, 
was made cashier of the bank 


and served in that office for several 
years. There was no appeal to sensa- 
tion; he had a good wife and a happy 
home, but after a time the bank detect- 
ive discovered that the pious cashier 
was a constant visitor at one of the 
most disreputable concert halls in the 
Tenderloin district. The object of his 
attentions was a golden haired sinner, 
who had helped many a man on the 
highway to ruin. Her eyes, azure blue, 
her cheeks like the rose, her lips a 
continued provocation, and one alto- 
gether lovely. Thousands of dollars 


•ere stolen from the bankacdlavisbed 


on this disreputable creature. The dis- 
covery came at last and the cashier 
skipped to England, where he was found 
by the representative of a great New 
York paper in a condition of most de- 
plorable poverty. He declared to the 
reporter that he wonld give himself up 
without any reward if the prosecution 
would assure him against long im- 
prisonment. The promise was given. 
He returned to New York. The guilty 
parties were all secured and are spend- 
ing their vacation in state's prison to- 
day. We have not yet reached Pente- 
cost, when all our sins are atoned for.

PRACTICAL FORESTRY. 


HOTV to Mnkc Wootllnmla Profitable. 


Wuste In Ordinary Lumbering. 
The importance of good forestry in 


this country is becoming more appre- 
ciated not only Iu connection with ex- 
tensive timber tracts, but with the 
smaller wood lots upon farms. Prac- 
tical forestry in the Adirondack region 
as recently carried on by forest owners 
under advice from government experts 
serves to illustrate methods of manage- 
ment that are most profitable and 
equally applicable elsewhere on either 
a large or a small scale. 
It appears 


from the report of their work that

losses through ordinary lumbering are 
considerable in the aggrc^nte. Some 
of the irciiis connected with unneces- 
sary misti' sire as follows: 


\Yhcru the lumbering is done under 


the system of contracts and subcon- 
tracts, tbe temptation for a jobber to 
do careless M ork is very great. Unless 
carefully mm lied he is apt to cut uu- 
ncci'ssanly high stumps, to leave large 
tops ill order to avoid the trouble of 
trininiins oil' the brandies, to leave 
trees Ioili7u.il iu hard wooils and other- 
wise to fall below the standard of good 
lumbering. 


The principal loss arising from care- 


less lumbering is occasioned by (1) 
needlessly liisrh stumps, (2) lars?u tops. 
(3) skids left in the woods. (4) valuable 
timber used in leveling roads and (5) 
destruction of small growth in felling, 
skiildiug and hauling. 


When the trees ;ue felled by chop- 


pine;. Hie stumps are cut at the point at 
which the a.\ naturally falls when the 
cho]i()er stands erect. This is usually 
abom three inches above tbe ground. 
The majority of trees, however, are 
somewhat lower, averaging about 00 
inches iu height. The sawyers protest 
against cutting low stumps, because it 
tires their backs to stoop over. Expe- 
rience by careful lumbermen has prov- 
ed tbat such high stumps are entirely 
needless. 


Where lumbering is clone under con- 


tract it has been the usual custom In 
the Adiromlacks to cut only logs which 
will scale six inches at the top end. 
Where timber is cut for pulp smaller 
logs can be used, and many companies 
which operate their own camps compel 
the choppers to cut logs as small as 
live and often four inches. Tbe aver- 
age size of tbe top log is nearer eight 
inches. There are in some cases 4 to 
12 feet of wood left in tops which is fit 
for pulp and which is actually so used 
by many companies. 


The point will at once be raised that 


the tops are of inferior quality. 
The 


reply is that many companies use this 
material anil that the total amount is 
so great that it would pay to utilize it 
even nt only onu-fonrtli the price of the 
rest of the timber. 


The majority of skidwnys are built 


of spruce, it is the custom to leave the 
skids in the woods, aurl the owner 
loses not only the slumpagc value of 
the timber thus wasted, but also the 
advantage of future increment which 
the trees would take on if left stand- 
ing. 


Destruction of small growth in haul- 


ing takes place on steep reads, where 
Uie teamsters frequently scatter spruce

TO GET GOOD ROADS, 


Method SnffgMted For State of TeoneMee— 


D»ilj Matte itnd Free Delivery. 


Hon. C. L. Cooper. In a 'paper on 


"Good Roads." leaii before tLu farm- 
ers' institute at Slu'lby villu, at'tur show- 
Ing tliat the present system of road- 
nrnklng in .vogue in Tennessee is pro- 
ductive of no ponnaaaem results beyond 
the expenditure ot large sums of mon- 
ey, says: 


But how arc we to have better roads? 


In bulletin No.3, issued iu!S!)4 by Gener- 
al Stone, special agrut iu charge of road 
Inquiry in tin- United Stales, the road 
laws of quite a number of slates are 
given, the most of lln-m enacted within 
the last decade. A striking similarity 
exists among the more radical of these. 
The leading features ot these laws are 
the election of road commissioners and 
a civil engineer for each county, au- 
thority to issue houils and to borrow 
money, the collection of all road taxes 
In money and lite abolition of road 
overseer, while all of them are not 
Incorporated in any one law unless it 
-be that of New York. Our present law 
imitates them only to the extent of pro- 
viding for the election of a county com- 
missioner. Were all the conditions pro- 
pitious—and this includes good govern- 
ment, both stiite and national—the is- 
suance of bonds tinder tile ac! already 
alluded to for road improvement would 
result in a speedier actomplisliment of 
the desired purpose than any other 
method 1 can conceive of. 


AH our 
iiiiiiu thoroughfares should 


be ni.ic-adninix.ed. 
Rut can it be done? 


I believe it can. An aroused and en- 
lightened pnlilie sentituenl is wanted. 
To illuslrate: Suppose that the -140 
miles of runds in Bedford eonuty were 
converted into pikes at a cost of $400,- 
000 and 5 per cent 20 year bonds were 
issued and sold to pay for them, what 
would l)i' our annual interest charge? 
Twenty thousand dollars. What would 
we have to show for it? 
A county 


system of loads nusurpassed in Anuri- 
ca. 
Bnt what did we pay in LSSOV 


Twenty 
thousand two hundred and 


ninety-four 
dollars 
and 
sixty-eight 


cents. 
What did we have to show 


as a re:;nH of the expenditure? 
The

proved. 


Estimating the taxable property of 


the couuiy ai .?5.0IW,000, a tax of 4 
mills, or two-fifths of 1 per cent on the 
dollar, would pay the animal interest. 
But suppose wo should undertake this 
by installments, say one-quarter, or 
110 miles at a time, that would reduce 
rthe cost to one-quarter of the above 
calculation. Or suppose we would un- 
dertake to pike one-half, or 220 miles 
of our roads, and these the most im- 
portant anil lending to our trade ccn 
ters, leaving the other half to be look- 
ed-alter by the oUu.-ial of I he best gen- 
eral road law. we can get them and 
an that event our animal 
interest 


charge would be $10,000 a year, which 
could be discharged by a road tax levy 
of 2 mills on the dollar of our present 
property, to sny nothing of its in- 
creased value or of the influx of cap 
ital tliat would be sure to seek invest- 
ment in so desirable a locality. 


What is said above is applicable to 


all the surrounding counties, and 1 
may say to the entire state. Hamilton 
county in east and Shelby county in 
west Tennessee being examples. This 
law Is simply a permit to each county, 
by authority of a two-thirds vote of the 
entire vote of the county, to issue 
bonds to the extent of 5 per cent of 
all the taxable property for the pur- 
pose of improving its roads in any 
manner the people may think best or 
desire. 


As said above, it might be an im- 


provement in the law to amend it so 
aa to require a majority vote instead 
of two-thirds. This, is democratic and 
•would certainly make the law more 
available. 


I have 110 means of knowing, neither 


wilt the limits o!' tills paper permit 
me to more than allude to the losses 
the farmers of Bedford county have 
sustained for the lack of better trans- 
portation facilities. 
These are con-

I am sure, however, that the 


losses on timber alone in the last two 
years wonld amount to a very consid- 
erable part of the money necessary to 
make a system of good roads. 


A farmer's products are worth to

The better the 


transportation facilities, the faster do 
cities aud trade centers Increase in 
wealth. The Siinie Is true of railroads. 
The better the roads, the greali-r the 
stimulus to production aud the greater 
the amount of freight furnished them 
to handle. 


So. from a financial standpoint. I can 


conceive of no interest that would not 
be benefited socially, educationally arid 
religiously. The heneti! to the country 
people would he incalculable. The lide 
would cbaunc. The drift would be to 
the country instead of to Ihe towns 
and cities. Daily inn Its and free de 
livery would soon follow. 
Prosperity 


would abound, aud peace, contentment 
and happiness, a^ a henison. would rest 
on all the people. This is a subject iu 
which we are all interested. 
It em- 


braces both profit and pleasure.

WIDTH OF GRAVEL ROADS. 


A HoiMltvny Too Wi«K' In n Soiiree of 


Expense. 


In constructing a gravel road the 


roadbed should first be brought to the 
proper grade. 
Ordinarily an excava- 


tion is then made to the depth of eight 
or ten inches, varying in width with 
the requirements of traffic. 
For a 


farm or farming community the width 
meed not be greater than 10 or 12 feel. 
A loadway which is too wide is not 
only useless, hnt Ihe extra width is a 
positive damage. 
Any width beyond 


that needed for the tratlic Is not only 
a waste of money in constructing the 
road, but is the cause of a never end- 
Ing expense in maintaining it. 
The 


surface' of the roadbed should prefer- 
ably have a fall fiom Ihe center to the 
sides the same as that to be given the 
finished road, and should, if possible. 
1w thoroughly rolled and consolidated 
raatil perfectly smooth and linn. 


A layer, not thicker than four inches. 


of ??ood gravel should then be spread 
•evenly over the 
prepared roadbed. 


Such material Is usually curried upon 
a road iu wheelbarrows or dump carts, 
and Lheu spread in even layers with 
rakes, bin the latest ami best device 
{far ttlfcus purpose is a spreading cart. 


If n nvHOfii 
1 i-annot be had. dhe road is 


Ihrown open to traffic until it becomes 
fairly well consolidated, but it is im- 
possible To properly consolidate ma- 
terials by the movement of vehicles 
orer the rojid. anil if this means is pur- 
sued constant watchfulness is neces- 
sary to prevent unequal wear and to 
keep the surface smooth and free from 
ruts-

All they have 
ind all they hope to possess are ours if 
we want them. Above all things, they 
rant meat, and we are or must be- 
come the source of supply. If wealth 
and the influence that wealth secures 
are what we are striving for, we can 
get it by feeding live stock and taxing 
the hungry. 


Germs In Cream. 


During the 
winter mouths some 


farmers find they cannot churn cream 
into butter, says Dr. T. n. Cox In The 
National Stockman and farmer. The 
trouble is caused by micro organisms 
or germs which the milk from one or 
more cows in the dairy contains. These 
germs enter the cream, and their ex- 
cretions or ptomaines cause a chemical 
action which prevents the formation 
of butter. Such cream will never make 
butter. The longer It is churned the 
frothier it will become. The cow it 
fault can readily be detected by selling 
Ihe millr of each one separately. When 
the cieara is ripe, fill a clear bottle 
about one-half full at 62 degrees F.. 
cork and shake for a little while, and 
the cream which contains the germs 
will become very frothy. 
Excluding 


the milk of the cow from which that 
cream was taken will at once stop the 
difficulty. There are certain elements 
of the blood In such cows which are 
degraded, altered or changed 
into 


germs which are transmitted through 
the lacteal Quid, 
Scalding the milk, 


an old custom, neutralizes the pto- 
maines and to an extent destroys the 
germs, but does not eliminate them, 
aud the butter thus made is not of 
good quality or wholesome to be eaten. 


Rented Farms. 


There seems to be a lack of system in 


renting farms in this country, says 
The American Cultivator. The owner 
seems to expect that the tenant will 
make no improvement to land or build- 
ings, and to recompense himself for the 
expected deterioration he charges a 
high rent, and to pay this the tenant 
must take everything that he can from 
It and expend neither money nor labor 
in making any permanent improve- 
ment. 
In this way the rented farm 


soon becomes a rnn down farm and 
after a few changes of tenants is likely 
to be an abandoned farm. 
It would be 


well If some one would study the sys- 
tem of farm leasing in Great Britain, 
where certain improvements are to be 
made each year by the tenant aud cer- 
tain others by the landlord and where 
the farm Is kept improving, while in 
many cases generation after generation 
has lived in the same place, paying 
about the same rent as they wonld 
have to pay as Imprest, loxea and re- 
pairs if they were owners of the farm. 
When landlords and tenant are each 
trying to "skin" the other, it usually 
results In skinning ihe farm.

Mothers' CongreM Taacht liow to Train 


ami 1'untoh Children. 


"The trouble in many American 


homes," said Miss Alice Pitts, of the 
Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, in her ad- 
dress before the Philadelphia Auxiliary 
of the Congress of Mothers, "is that 
the children do not have any real part 
in the work of inakiug the home at- 
tractive. Do not keep so many ser- 
vants. Let the children help the moth- 
ers do the work. In the days of our 
grandmothers the children all had & 
certain amount of work to do. But in 
these times, because cf the great 
amount of manufactured goods, there 
is comparatively little work and in 
many homes the children have abso- 
lutely none of that to do. I know a 
family of wealth who in winter live in 
luxury in the city home. 
But each 


Enmmer they go out to their country 
home, leaving all the servant* behind 
them, and the children and tbe father 
and mother do the work. I do not 
know where they acquired all thii 
wisdom; but I do know that the chil- 
dren all look forward to this time with 
a far greater interest than the children 
who merely go to some fashionable 
resort where they are dressed and 
waited upon by countless servant!. 
Home work is far better than manual 
training. Let the daughters be trained 
by the mothers and the sons learn 
to work with the fathers, and it will 
be far better than all the manual train- 
ing which can be introduced in the 
schools. 


"It is because we do not have work 


for the children in theiv own homes 
that manual training has been institut- 
ed. 
I believe in it thoroughly; but 


yet it would not be needful if the chil- 
Iren got the amountof real home work 
.hey should have." 


In her discussion of discipline Mils 


Pitts recommended retributive punish- 
ment. "Instead of whipping a child,"' 
she said, "or of continually nagging at 
-im, let him suffer the results of hii 


• wn faults. If he is tardy at meal 
time, let him be deprived of a portion 
of it; if by disobedience or carelessness, 
Itt him pay for it by being deprived of 
a part of his own money until the dam- 
tge ii repaired. 


"Do not say : 'I will break that 


child's will.' Instead of breaking his 
-vill try to train it by teaching him 
.elf-control. 


"If a child persists in rendering bim- 


s-If obnoxious by teasing other chil- 
dren, the best way to punish him is to 
-' porate him from others. No child 
likes to be alone, and tbis will be found 
4 far 'greater punishment than any 
amount of beating.'' 


John J. IngallH OD Trusts 


The exasperation against trusts and 


monopolies does not arise from hos- 
tility to capital, hatred of wealth or 
envy of successes, but from the belief 
that the inevitable effect of these com- 
binations, whether intended or not, is 
to restrain competition, impair the 
dignity of labor, destroy the indepen- 
dence and self-respect of the laborer 
and make liberty tbe heritage of tbe 
few 'instead of tbe many, for liberty 
and pauperism are not compatible. 


Tbe trusts must go. It ia written. 


They will not depart 
voluntarily. 


They will protest at every step. They 
will stand upon the order of their 
going. They will denounce all inquiry 
as in'quitru«, inquisitorial and in- 
spired by partisan malignity. 
But 


this will not deceive the people. 


The problem is not insolvable; the 


power -A the people to suppress injuri- 
ous trusts and mcnopolies is ample 
already. The states can outlaw them 
as public enemies, and through the 
courts, forfeit their powers, annul 
their franchises and declare them 
against public policy and void, in ac- 
cordance with the precedents of many 
centuries. 


But the nation can wield a mightier 


weapon still. 
When 
the supreme 


court declared in the state bank cases 
tbat the power of congress to tax was 
the power to destroy, it delegated a 
formidable weapon to discontent, and 
placed in every bondsman's hands the 
means to cancel his captivity.—John
